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CINNAMON BUNS 


2 frozen loaves Rich bread 


1 pkg. vanilla pudding (not instant). 
1 stick of butter or margarine 


1 cup brown sugar 
2 tbsp. cinnamon 
2 tbsp. milk 

1 cup walnuts 

1 cup raisins 


Thaw out the bread, grease 9 X 13 pan with margarine, put walnuts 
and raisins on bottom of pan. Pull bread apart into valnut size 
balls and roll in sugar and cinnamon. Place on top of walnuts and 


raisins. 


In pot, melt butter or margarine, add brown sugar, pudding, ailk & 
cinnamon, stir until smooth. Pour over bread and let stand 2 to 3 


hours until bread rises. 


Bake at 325 for 25 to 30 minutes. When done, turn over on a cookie 
sheet to cool. Scrape any remaining raisins, nuts and topping on 


to buns.
